industrial circles. A careful analysis 
»f conditions shows that this optimism 
is justified and that the hesitation and 
uncertainty which marked the closing months of 1913 
are things of the past. 

All things considered, the year just ended is re- 
markable for having shown the stable condition of the 
country’s business. It was to have been expected that 
the change of administration and the consideration of 
legislation affecting all lines of trade and industry 
would disturb conditions and cause more or less alarm 
among business men. With a party in power commit- 
ted to tariff revision and currency reform, a certain 
amount of apprehension regarding the outcome was 
natural. That these important matters have been ad- 
justed without seriously disturbing business conditions 
is proof that the country is sound financially and in- 
dustrially. 

The revision of the tariff was accomplished with 
less disturbance to business than was any similar leg- 
islation in the history of the country, due to the fact 
that manufacturers and dealers in all lines were pre- 
pared for the changes in the schedules and had dis- 
counted their effect. Stocks of merchandise through- 
out the country were in good shape and readjustment 
in conformity with the new tariff was quickly brought 
about. 
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While the consideration of the currency measure 
undoubtedly acted as a brake on business and was re- 
sponsible for the feeling of uncertainty noticeable at 
the close of the year, the passage of the bill was the 
signal for renewed activity all along the line. With but 
few exceptions the leading bankers of the country 
have expressed satisfaction with the law as a whole, 
and declared that it will correct many of the evils 
that have existed in our currency system. 

Naturally, business men are ready to accept the ver- 
dict of these authorities on financial matters, and with 
the certainty of an elastic currency are looking for- 
ward to a period of expansion. This, coupled with the 
assurance of the administration that no further leg- 
islation affecting business interests is contemplated 
for some time to come, has encouraged manufacturers 
and merchants to expect unprecedented prosperity 


during the present vear. 








Tue cost of doing business is a topic which will not 
down. The hardware dealer who knows the figures 
and percentages on what it costs him to 

It Pays to +n his store, the expense items con- 

inl nected with each turnover of stock, with- 

out a doubt has a decided advantage over 
the dealer who is careless in those matters. Several 
articles on how to get at the costs of business, the 
difference between school arithmetic and business 
arithmetic were published the past year in AMERICAN 
ARTISAN and from time to time there will appear the 
best available helpful material along this line. 

As yet, the matter of cost standards is unsettled. 
Complete, reliable percentages, backed up by numer- 
ous specific cases in different parts of the country, are 
wanting. There is a good deal to be learned from 
carefully looking over_hardware store costs as set 
forth by Wheeler Sammons, an investigator for the 
System magazine. He analyzed the books of some 
typical stores in Canada and in the United States in 
order to arrive at standard costs of retailing. 

His observation on the table just below is that “the 
business takes healthy net profits but does not secure 
as many sales as stores handling lines involving lower 
average costs.” 

Reports indicate to Mr. Sammons “that often con- 
centration on profitable repairs results in dingy hard- 
ware selling floors and lost sales.” This is the table of 
costs he computed :

Lack of knowledge of what it costs them to do 
business, inability to stop leaks because they do not 
know “costs,” is one of the causes among the failures 
of retailers who are said to pass into the hands of the 
sheriff at the rate of thirty a day in the United States. 

A canvass was made of all the retailers in an Indiana 
town of 5,000 and it was found that 95 per cent did 


not keep cost records and furthermore saw no reason 
why it would profit them to do so; in an_Illinois city 
of 30,000 the same applied to 39 per cent, and in 
another Illinois city of 26,000, to 29 per cent. 

More willingness on the part of dealers to inter- 
change ideas and methods will help in this situation. 
More careful reading of trade paper views on the sub- 
ject will be of assistance. Attendance at conventions 
where competent men show how simply a cost system 
may be installed and kept at work, is practical. 

Figuring overhead charges and apportioning them is 
not always easy. Yet so important is it that the store- 
keeper should know each day what it has cost him to 
run the store and what the actual net profits are, that 
a nationally known clothing manufacturing house 
last year published a rather large and thorough book 
which has been distributed to all dealers handling its 
line so that they may the better know how to run their 
business and “keep off the rocks.”

You rush over to 
the Opera House, pay $2 for a seat, to see some 
chickens and old hens show their legs and shapes. 
That is all right. 

“You rush down to the millinery store; pay about 
$20 for a hat, the first cost of which is about $3; 
that’s all right—you get a swell hat. You pay $50 for 
a chiffon dress—nothing to it. I can put it in my 
overcoat pocket; but it’s the style; it’s all right. But 
when it comes to something to eat—you have a fit. 


Take my advice, take care of your stomach.”

The window display entitled “Gourmet,” repro- 
duced in the accompanying illustration, was arranged 
by Harold Stevens for the Wilson Hardware Com- 
pany of Boulder, Colorado. ‘The idea is truly original 
and was carried out with an exactness of detail seldom 
seen. 

The battleship is built up very simply

2”’x4” lumber about 5’ 6” long, with a board nailed 
on top and shaped to a point at each end, two 6’ Diss- 
ton 2-man crosscut saws bent around this and screwed 
at each end from the hull. The fore and aft decks are 
cut out of roofing tin and the main deck is cut from 
a piece of galvanized sheet iron placed on inverted 
bread tins. Two lifting jacks supply the masts and 
the rigging or ladders on these are strips of 4-mesh 
galvanized hardware cloth. The boiler deck is an 
inverted seamless steel drip pan, while the funnels and 
ventilators are composed of nipples, bushipgs, sheet 





The bridge is a scythe stone placed across electric 
flash lamps and is equipped with a pocket compass set 
up on match safes. The life-saving apparatus is 
ample. Life boats are nai! brushes hanging on wire 
davits and hose washers are used for life belts. 

The window is the center one of three and is 8 ft. 
wide, 7 ft. high and 4 ft. deep. The background is 
white cheese cloth and the floor of dark blue crepe 
paper. The battleship is raised 9 ins. from the floor 
and set on a shelf 24 ins, wide, covered with dark blue 
lining. A few articles of hardware apart from the bat- 
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tleship were chosen to be used because of their connec- 
tion with it, such as the lookout man, the ironclad on 
the advertisements for the alarm and the 
plumb “Anchor” and Yankee “Reliability” signs are 
also appropriate. 

The two flags give the life that flags always will give 
to a window, and the red, white and blue colors as 
they are arranged made this window: very attractive.

The .accompanying illustration of Christmas win- 
dow displays show three different displays as they 
were arranged by Mr. Jess W. Bole for the Swank 
Hardware Company of Johnstown, Pennsylvania.

dow furtherest to the right of the three appear- 
ing together shows in detail the way in which the 
combined effect of chinaware, a picture and autumn 
leaves show up. This window is an excellent example 
of a distinctive window display and shows signs of an 
artistic instinct in the one who prepared it. The large 
picture in the center is a winter scene, done in water 
colors, with a frame of mahogany. 

The setting for the three windows was uniform. 
All frame work was covered with beaver board and

and the post dividing the windows,. while all frame 
work was edged with half-round. molding so as to 
cover the space caused: in joining the beaver board. 
Between the posts and the center were strips of beaver 
board nailed on light frames and nailed to the posts. 
Around the top of these strips a stencil was run which 


was colored in medium green. The foliage shown is 
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white oak leaves tinted light green and frosted. All 
pedestals were made of white ripple cardboard and 
fastened together with paper fasteners. 

Plate glass was used for shelves and a very good 
effect was obtained by the use of white outing flannel 
on the floor with diamond dust sprinkled heavily over 
it. The sun shining on this made a brilliant display. 

Show cards were made on three-color ripple board 
(light green on dark green on white). In the large 
show card, which can be plainly seen in the large 
illustration, a small winter scene was used at the top 
of the card, while a cut-out effect gave it an attractive 
appearance. 

Lights with gold beaded shades were used on 2x4 
frames forming the pergola and also on the under 
side of the top part of the center piece. 

A window display of this kind is bound to attract 
attention if for no other reason than its being “indi- 
vidual.” However, individuality does not always 
mean success, but when coupled with the designing 
ability shown in these displays good results will 


follow.

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MEAT CHOPPER USED BY U. S. ARMY. 





The “No. 10’ meat chopper manufactured by the 
Enterprise Manufacturing Company of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, has been adopted by the 
Medical Department of the United States Army. This 
is one of the many testimonials which is cited in the 
illustrated book and descriptions issued by this com- 
pany, in which motor choppers, coffee mills, raisin 
seeders are shown.

When in use the 
tool is absolutely rigid. A hole is bored at each end 
of the gauge so that a wood face of any size may be 
attached. This provides a bearing surface longer and 
wider than the face of the gauge itself. The con- 
struction permits of its being attached to either side 
of the plane, hence it is adapted for either right or 
Jeft hand work. The wooden knob has a convenient 
grip and can be placed at either end of the gauge. All 
parts are nickel plated. 

The Stanley Cutter and Chisel Grinder is a device 
for the holding of plane irons, chisels and other 
similar cutting tools that may be honed or ground to 
any desired angle or bevel, thus insuring an accuracy 
difficult to obtain when the tool is held in the hand. 
The tool is held in the grinder by thumbscrews and 
any desired angle is given by means of a large screw 
attached to the roller frame which raises and lowers 
the body. The Grinder has two thumbscrews and 
three thumbscrew holes. By the use of two thumb- 
screws a firmer hold on the tool to be ground is 
obtained than with only one thumbscrew. In grind- 
ing, the roller and the bevel edge of the tool to be 
sharpened are held against the face of the grindstone 
and in honing the roller does not come in contact with 
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the oil stone, but acts as a rear support. The slanting 
stroke so commonly used when tools are sharpened 
without a holder can be obtained by turning the roller 
at an angle to the main body. 

The Stanley Doweling Jig is for the purpose of 
enabling the user to bore dowel holes in the edge, 
end or surface of work with ease and accuracy. Ma- 
terial up to three inches thick can be bored, and the 
tool is also claimed to be an excellent bit guide for 
mortising. With the doweling jig the steel guide is 
set automatically to properly guide the bit when the jig 
is clamped to the work. If drill bits are used there is 
no danger of boring out of line. However, excellent 
work can be done with the ordinary worm bits if 
care is taken to see that they fit closely to the guides. 
Five steel guides 114 inches long are furnished: One 
each 14, 5-16, 34, 7-16, and % inch. The guides are 
made 1-100 of an inch larger than the sizes given, to 
allow for variations in size of bits. The doweling jig 
is made entirely of metal, the working parts being 
milled true, and all parts are nickel plated.

INTEREST SHOWN IN MEETING OF THE 
WARM AIR FURNACE MANUFACTURERS. 





As the date approaches on which the meeting of 
warm air furnace manufacturers will be held at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, it is evident that there will be a represen- 
tative attendance of the interests involved. As pre- 
viously announced in AMERICAN ARTISAN, the meet- 
ing was called by John H. Hussie of Omaha, Ne- 
braska, chairman of the Warm Air Furnace Commit- 
tee of the National Associatién of Sheet Metal Con- 


tractors of the United States, to be held at the Hotel 
Statler, Cleveland, Ohio, on January 22nd, 1914. The 
call for the meeting was authorized at the annual con- 
vention of the National Association of Sheet Metal 
Contractors held in June of last year, at which time 


‘the Warm Air Furnace Committee of the association 


presented a report in which the formation of a na- 
tional organization of furnace manufacturers to pro- 
mote the growth of the industry was strongly advo- 
cated. Since. that Mr. Hussie has devoted a 
large portion of his time and energy to the preliminary 


time 


work necessary to insure a large attendance and has, 
so far as possible, endeavored to lay before the trade 
the objects aimed at in calling the meeting. 

The purpose of the meeting is to form a strong as- 
sociation of warm air furnace manufacturers with 
the object of improving conditions in the trade and 
bringing united effort to bear on the problems with 
which it is confronted. It is intended that the organi- 
zation shall be truly representative of the warm air 
furnace industry of the United States and that it shall 
not be controlled or influenced by any individual or 
set of individuals. No cut and dried plan for the 
conduct of the meeting has been arranged in advance 
but, on the contrary, it is proposed to allow the freest 
possible discussion of all matters that may come up. 

It is important that every manufacturer of warm 
air furnaces or supplies be represented at this meet- 
ing. In order that the right kind of an association be 
formed it is necessary that the individual manufac- 
turer should be present to lend his counsel to the 
movement, 

There is no question but that incalculable good will 
come from the meeting provided the men in whose 
interests it is called do their part by attending and 
taking an active interest in the formation of an as- 
sociation. The time is now right for an organization 
that will promote the interests of the warm air fur- 
nace trade and nothing can be gained by procrastina- 
tion. Just in proportion as the furnace manufac- 
turers lend their support to the movement will they 
benefit. Now that the preliminary work has been done, 
all that remains is for those interested to be present 
at the meeting on January 22nd and put their shoul- 
ders to the wheel earnestly and conscientiously.

COMPANY INVOLVED BY FAILURE OF 
KELLOGG= MACKAY COMPANY. 


As the result of the failure of the Kellogg-Mackay 
Company, manufacturers of heating and plumbing 
products, Chicago, Illinois, for whom the Central 
Trust Company and F, W. Fix were appointed re- 
ceivers on January 10, the Pierce, Butler & Pierce 
Manufacturing Company, Syracuse, New York, 
was also placed in the hands of a Federal receiver. 
The liabilities of the later company are placed at 
$1,902,000, and the assets at $3,291,000. The Pierce, 
Butler & Pierce Manufacturing Company was the 
iargest of three creditors on whose petition the Kel- 
logg-Mackay Company was declared bankrupt. The 
claim of the Pierce, Butler & Pierce Manufacturing 
Company against the Kellogg-Mackay Company was 
$800,000. 

Arthur W. Loasby, who was named as receiver for 
the Pierce, Butler & Pierce Manufacturing Company, 
has taken charge of the business under a bond for 
$100,000. It is stated that the business will be con- 
tinued under the receivership and that an effort will 
be made to secure the co-operation of all creditors 
with a view to bringing about a complete rehabilita- 
tion. It is asserted that the failure was due to mis- 
takes in the policy of management and not because the 
business was unprofitable. 


A POPULAR LECTURE ON VENTILATION. 





A popular lecture on ventilation and its relation 
to health was recently delivered by E. V. Hill, Ven- 
tilation Inspector in Charge, Department of Health, 
City of Chicago, before the Y. M. C. A. Chicago. 
The subject of the lecture was “Indoor Air” and, as 
showing the relation) of proper sanitation to health, 
the speaker called attention to the work done by Col- 
onel Gorgas, who is in charge of sanitation on the 
Isthmus, in making possible the successful building 
ef the Panama Canal. As the result of Colonel 
Gorgas’ efforts the death rate on the Isthmus was 
brought down to the point where it was less than that 
in any large American city, in spite of the fact that in 
the beginning conditions were so bad that a white man 
could not exist in the country. 

Mr. Hill also called attention to the fact that the 
failure of the French company, under the brilliant 
engineer, De Lesseps, to build a Panama canal, some 
thirty-eight or forty years ago, was largely due to the 
high death rate, workmen dying like flies in a Decem- 
ber frost. It was only because Colonel Gorgas tnder- 
stood the situation, drained the swamps, covered all 
breeding places for mosquitoes with petroleum or 
other substances that prevented the development of 
eggs, screened the workmen’s houses, and paid special 
attention to food and water supplies, that he was able 
to render the plague spot of the earth not only habit- 
able, but a desirable place in which to live. 

The lesson to be learned from this, Mr. Hill pointed 
out, is that the health departments of our cities can, 
if given adequate funds, proper organization and the 








support of the community, accomplish as great results 
as were obtained in the canal zone. 

The talk was illustrated by some fifty lantern slides 
of culture plates taken in ventilated and unventilated 
theaters, showing the small number of bacteria on 
the former as compared with the latter. The records 
of the Department of Health were exhibited and the 
methods of making these inspections and tests ex- 
plained. In conclusion the speaker showed a repro- 
duction of a theater certificate, issued by the Depart- 
ment of Health to all places which have complied with 
the requirements of the city’s ventilation ordinances 
and strongly urged those present to patronize only 
theaters exhibiting this certificate.

Because of his familiarity with heating and ven- 
tilating problems, the expert furnace man will have 
little difficulty in mastering the details of vacuum 
cleaning installations and is in a position to add a 
profitable side line to his regular business. Cleaning 
plants for houses and apartment buildings especially 
present an opportunity for the furnace man, since 
these installations are not complicated. 

The heart of the vacuum cleaning outfit is the 
pump, for unless the pump is rightly designed and 
properly constructed the system will be. inefficient. 
Leiman Bros., 62AR John Street, New York, make a 
specialty of rotary postive vacuum pumps for clean- 
ing outfits and assert that their machines will stand 
up under the hardest kind of service. They claim 
that when their pump is used in an installation the 
outfit will give satisfactory results for ten, twenty or 
thirty years. These pumps are also used for blowing 
in connection with forges for working metals, sand- 
blasting and the like.

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PRACTICAL HELPS FOR THE 
TINSMITH 








PATTERN FOR COPING ENDING IN A SCROLL. 


BY O. W. KOTHE. 
On modern flat buildings it often happens that the 
architect designs a coping with a scroll on each and 
similar as shown by this drawing. When making 
such job it is best to make scroll in one piece or by it- 
self and then develop the moulding to butt into the 
scroll. This is very simple because all you need to do 
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line through these points and you have the pattern 
where moulding miters to scroll. The square miter as 
required for the upper coping is developed by drop- 
ping points into stretchout from all points in section 
as shown. This gives you all the patterns necessary 
to get out the work. The face of scroll is already a 
pattern and when cut along the curved line, a small 
tapering strip is soldered along the curve thus giving it 


a slight worm-shaped appearance. The side is merely

is draw the section through coping to the required 
size and design, and from the top and bottom extend 
horizontal lines to the left indefinitely. At some con- 
venient place within these lines draw the scroll ac- 
cording to design, and then divide all curved lines in 
section in any number of equal spaces, after which 
project lines from these points into scroll, as shown in 
points 1’-2’ to 10’. This establishes all points with 
which to develop the pattern. 

For the pattern pick the stretchout from section 
through coping and step it off on a vertical line below 
part elevation, as shown ftom 1 to 13. Draw your 
stretchout lines and from all points where lines inter- 
sect scroll drop lines into stretchout, thus cutting lines 


of similar number as in points 1’-2’-3', etc. Trace a

a straight cylinder made in length or projections equal 
to the projection of section through coping.

CONFLICTING REPORTS ON WELSH TIN- 
PLATE. 





The Associated Press cablegram from London re 
cently to the effect that Welsh tinplate makers have 
booked orders for some 40,000 tons for delivery to 
American tanning and oil concerns between now and 
June is pronounced an exaggeration or distortion of 
fact. We quote the American Metal Market as saying 
that “the business, probably nearer 40,000 boxes than 
40,000 tons, was undoubtedly in rebate plate, which 
has been practically duty free for a quarter century 
or so, the recent tariff reduction having nothing to do 
with it.” At the other extreme, the New York Com- 
mercial announces that some big buyers are negotiat- 
ing for Welsh plates, “competition from the latter 
country is beginning to be felt here for the first time 
in years; the new tariff schedule has reduced the duty 
on tin plates to 15 per cent ad valorem which gives 
the. Welshmen a fighting chance in this market.”

COURT DECIDES THAT AGREEMENT BE- 
TWEEN CONTRACTORS AND UNION 
IS ILLEGAL. 





A decision of far-reaching importance was handed 
down recently by the Federal Court in New York 
City, when the agreement between the Master Car- 
penters’ Association and the Carpenters’ Union, to 
use nothing but union-made trim, was declared to be 
a violation of the law. 

According to facts brought out in the case in which 
the decision was rendered, the Master Carpenters’ As- 
sociation of New York had a hard and fast agreement 
with the employes’ union not to use anything but 
union-made trim in any of their buildings. The Man- 
ufacturing Wood Workers Association, which was 
composed of actual manufacturers of wood work, kept 
a close watch on the master carpenters of that city 
to see that they did not use any non-union material, 
and where a violation of the agreement was detected 
it was at once reported to the union.

OF TRADE AND THE MARKETS 











STEEL. 

While the daily reports of orderings are still small, 
the volume of inquiries and the character of them are 
increasing. Specifications against existing contracts 
are coming in at a better rate and as a consequence 
steel mill operations continue to increase, The Riv- 
erside plant of the Steel Corporation, which employes 
more than 5,000 men, has been started up after an 
idleness of four months. Four of the ten mills of the’ 
Corporation at Farrell, Pennsylvania, have resumed 
and others are getting into shape. The Carnegie Steel 
Company has started up sixteen open hearth units 
which have been idle two weeks to two months. Al- 
together thirty-one open hearth units of different 
corporations have resumed this week, increasing the 
annual capacity of operated plants by 2,000,000 tons. 
The Bessemer plant of the Republic Iron & Steel 
Company, idle since December 20, has been started up. 

The published statements of the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s unfilled orders on hand at the close of the year 
caused no surprise in well informed circles. The ton- 
nage on the books of all subsidiaries on December 31 
was 4,282,108 tons, as compared with 4,396,347 tons 
on November 30, a decline of but 114,239 tons for 
the month. This was the smallest decrease in eleven 
months. In contrast with last January, the first 
month in which bookings decreased, following the 
steady increase which reached its maximum Decem- 
ber 31, 1912, the present month is expected to mark 
the beginning of an upward movement. Present in- 
dications suggest a moderate excess of new business 
over shipments. 

The fact that the bulk of the new business is not 
for immediate rolling has resulted in a willingness 
to make concessions on orders for prompt shipment, 
but for February and later delivery prices are firm 
and advances are asked on second quarter contracts 
unless accompanied by specifications. Bars, plates 
and shapes are firm at $1.20 for the first quarter and 
$1.25 for the second quarter. 

Railroad buying is still at a minimum, even with 
sentiment favorable to an advance in freight rates. A 
western road has bought 10,000 to 12,000 tons of tie 
plates. The rail inquiries of the Southern Railroad 
and the Seaboard Air Line together amount to 45,000 
tons. The mills now look to February to bring out 
long withheld business. The orders for cars during 
the week amounted to 2,650, of which the Santa Fe 
took 800 and the Kanawha and Michigan 1,100. Orders 
for structural shapes are in fair volume. 


WIRE NAILS. 
\n advance of $1 a ton in wire and wire nails was 
reported during the week. The latest quotations are 
$1.35, Pittsburgh, for wire and $1.55 for nails. 


TIN. 


Although the market shows signs of life, very little 
business is being done. There are some good in- 
quiries for future delivery, but as a rule buyers are 
deferring action on account of the dull market and 
the approaching Banca sale. Sellers also are indiffer- 
ent and some of the leading traders are declining to 
negotiate on future sales. To do business they would 
have to undersell the cost of import, which on three 
months delivery is approximately 35 points above 
prompt import cost. 

It is believed by many that the foreign “bull” syn- 
dicate controls the market and is only waiting patient- 
ly for the cleaning up of the business situation to 
normal to exert its power and bring about a decided 
rise in prices. Those who are bearish in their views 
do not deny the syndicate’s position, but claim that 
normal conditions are a long way off and that the 
market is again liable to be attacked on the unfavor- 
able reports that will continue until business con- 
ditions really become normal. Meanwhile New York 
quotations remain practically unchanged as follows: 

Wholesale, 36.87% ; city delivery, 36.87% ; ton lots, 
37.10. January: Wholesale, 36.87%. February: 
Wholesale, 36.87%. March: Wholesale, 37.00. 


SHEETS. 


Orders for sheets are in better volume, specifica- 
tions are coming in at an increasing rate, prices are 
stronger and consumers are beginning to show anxi- 
ety. The market as a whole is on a basis of $1.85 for 
black and $2.85 for galvanized, as reported last week. 
The $1.80 and $2.80 figures may hardly be said to 
have become general throughout the country, although 
they were quite common in St. Louis and Chicago and 
have not altogether disappeared from St. Louis ter- 
ritory, where competition was particularly keen. 
Very little business was done on that basis in eastern 
markets. 

Blue annealed has not shared in the advance, $1.40 
still being the regular quotation, Pittsburgh, for the 
country at large. In certain districts, where competi- 
tion is keen, $1.35 is the more common price on at- 
tractive orders. 

It is undoubtedly a fact that sheet mills are much 
better filled with orders than they have been for two 
months or more, and a fairly good run is promised 
for January, equal to seventy or eighty per cent of the 
total capacity. 


TIN PLATE. 
The jobbing demand continues light on the mills in 
consequence of the slack inquiry from the consumer 
and the trade as a whole is dull. The spring business 
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has not yet started in any appreciable degree. The 
buying that is being done is of a hand to mouth char- 
acter. Numerous orders for Welsh tin plate are re- 
ported to have been placed, one for 90,000 boxes for 
delivery .during the first two quarters of the present 
year. 


COPPER. 


The monthly report of the Copper Producers’ As- 
sociation, showing an increase of 43,509,000 pounds in 
the surplus supply of copper on hand during Decem- 
ber, has had the effect of putting a damper on the up- 
ward swing of the market. The surplus on January 
I amounted to 91,438,000 pounds, against 47,929,000 
pounds on December 1. A year ago the surplus was 
105,312,000 pounds. 

The increase in stocks was not regarded with much 
significance by the big selling agencies, as they consid- 
ered it a natural result of cessation of buying during 
October and November, while the large purchases in 
the latter part of December for delivery duritig the 
first part of the year do not figure in the statement. 
Producers claim the bad effect of the statement will 
disappear in a short time, when consumers will have 
to bid for their requirements. In the meantime the 
market is depending on the limited demand from 
Europe, where buyers are also timid under the weak- 


ness of standard warrants. 


COKE. 

It is reported that about 1,700 coke ovens in the 
Connellsville region were blown out toward the end 
of the year. This was done rather than continue pro- 
duction at the prevailing rate. A good inquiry is out 
for the first half and $2, ovens, is asked for contract. 


PIG IRON. 

Continued activity in pig iron is reported from all 
parts of the country and the large orders placed during 
the last week have imparted a different feeling to 
trade. Prices are now the lowest on the present move- 
ment, but it is believed in well informed trade circles 
that the large tonnage placed lately will pave the way 
for better prices. Merchant orders last week aggre- 
gated 300,000 tons, equal to the total sales in Decem- 
ber. The increased business resulted from an aggres- 
sive selling campaign by Lake furnaces. The larger 
tonnage booked was given at an expense of price. It, 
is believed, however, that price cutting is at an end. 


The market report of Rogers, Brown & Company 
for January 17 Savs: 

The promise scheduled last week has been fulfilled and 
the past seven days have seen a change for the better in all 
metal products. Large buying of pig iron noted last week was 
in the main due to low figures and, feeling prevalent among 
consumers that purchases were advisable, which resulted in 
a good tonnage. The impression seems to have been more 
general than was at first surmised, with the result that recent 
buying has continued and price advances have been registered 
at some points. All of the purchasing was for early and 
actual consumption, and the feeling of the trade generally is 


far more optimistic than for a long time past. 


The policies adopted recently by some furnaces have 
meant a larger distribution of their product, introducing 
brands into plants which have not known these irons for 
years and, as a result of this, the hitherto continually nar- 
rowing areas for blast furnaces have been enlarged and it will 
probably be some little time before the former constricted 
boundaries will again be maintained. This is interesting as a 
development of what takes place in the iron business under 
certain given conditions. It is reported that a very decided 
increase in actual new business is prevailing in almost all 
finished lines and prices beyond the second quarter are higher. 

Pig iron production during December and the total pro- 
duction of this metai for 1913 is an interesting study and 
shows the depths of inactivity to which our leading metal 
business has descended. During December production of 
1,976,000 tons marks the smallest output in a month in more 
than two years, the lowest since November of 1911, and the 
first time that production has dropped be!ow two million tons 
monthly since that time. 

This depression is more strikingly shown in the number 
of furnace stacks operative and inoperative since the early 
portion of the year. On the last of February of last year 
there were in blast a total of 306 furnaces, the 'argest num- 
ber operating at any cue time since March of 1910, and within 
35 of the record number of stacks in blast at one time made 
in June of 1907. Since February of last year stacks have been 
gradually blown out and plants shut down, so that on Jan- 
uary Ist, 1914, 123 of those stacks operating last month had 
closed down definitely, leaving in blast on January !st, 183, or 
the fewest number of producing furnaces since August of 
1908. The stacks shut down during 1913 have approximate 
capacity of 13 million tons of iron, or about 38% of a year’s 
total output in this country at the rate proceeding in February 
last. This has been further carried on since the first of Jan- 
uary by blowing out cf other stacks, so that these figures are 
even now reduced. 

Coke is quiet, production steadily decreasing and prices 
unchanged, with but little inquiry for anything but spot ship- 
ment. Several furnace companies have been figuring on their 
coke supply but producers are firm and many consumers who 
ordinally at this time are well prepared with contracts are 
purchasing from hand to mouth and showing little interest in 
prices beyond current consumption, not caring to figure ahead 
until the iron market shows the expected and hoped for im- 
provement. Foundry coke is quiet and without change. 


Matthew Addy & Company’s Market Report, Janu- 
ary 17, says: 

The whole iron trade is more hopeful—optimistic senti- 
ment rather than the contrary prevails. Of course, no one 
expects an immediate return to prosperity—the tariff for- 
bids that,—but it is felt that the worst is behind us and that 
any change from now on must be for the better. This is a 
kind of negative way of putting it, but this is the fact. Then, 
too, recent developments are decidedly encouraging. The 
paralysis of December that seemed to freeze up the market 
has given way to fair demand. The week has seen large and 
small sales and ever since the new year the volume of busi- 
ness has been increasing. And, the reports that come in 
from the foundries show that they are growing progressively 
busier. Of course, no one knows whether all this recent 
buying is because the purchasers are tempted by the crim- 
inally low prices prevailing, or because the iron is really 
needed—perhaps both elements enter into the matter. As 
for prices, they are so low that the iron masters cannot pos- 
sibly figure out a profit and the only wonder is that there 
is not a universal rush to buy while the buying is so good. 
As an immediate result of the low prices, a great number 
of furnaces have recently blown out. The list of idle fur- 
naces is appalling; yet this is a heroic remedy. Production 
is being cut down by the wholesale and it is predicted we 
shall see by March an actual under-production of iron. This 
is bound to help the market, hard as it is on the iron masters 


who have suspended operations.
